INASMUCH as The r.azette has taken 


a somewhat active part in the movement 
to revise the liquor laws it may be well at 
this lime to restate its position in the light 
of recent developments. 


i ast Sunday we published the draft of 


an ordinance formulating by a committee 
appointed for that purpose at the behest .of 
the Antlers Hotel meeting last January. 
This ordinance^has our unqualified indorse- 
ment and we intend to support it through- 
out the campaign. 
Although only four 


days have passed since its publication, in- 
terest in the subject is so keen that it has 
already been pretty^ thoroughly discussed, 
and the general opinion, as far as it can be 
ascertained, is altogether favorable to the 
measure. This was to be expected, because 
it appeals to sound reason and common- 
sense as a sane and tempe:ate measure 
which, if adopted, will prove effective in 
solving this-vexed problem in the largest 
possible degree. 


Of course there are criticisms and ob- 


jections, but it is noteworthy that they are 
coming principally from a class of people 
who either are not£j|tfHRg, or hope in the 
future to sell, liquor without proper restric- 
tions, and therefore would be satisfied only 
with a "wlde'^peh" ordinance\ 
(We afe 


not considering the objections of-the, pro- 
hibitionists at this|4ftjflient, for "they are' 
opposed, in principle, 10 any license ordi- 
nance whatsoever). -The advocates of a 
wide open town who object to the ordi- 
nance-submitted may be grouped thus: 


(1) 
Certain restaurateurs, because it 


does not permit them to sell liquor under 
conditions which in effect would be equiva- 
lent to the maintenance of wine rooms.' 


(2) 
A small group of druggists who 


either are now, or would like soon to be, 
engaged in the bootlegging business.. They 
are against the proposed ordinance for the 
good and sufficient reason that it forbids 
their running saloons under the guise of 
drug stores. 


(3) 
Certain men who for years have 


been conspicuously identified with the dis- 
reputable1 Huerfano Street clubs. 
They 


oppose the ordinance because it would not 
give them a chance to run loathsome 
gambling and liquor joints under the guise 
of clubs.

thinking person. A mere statement of them 
fs sufficient to show that their real animus 
is a desire to sell liquor under conditions 
uh'ich cannot properly be sanctioned by 
law. 
The objectors virtually admit that 


they are disappointed because they had 
hoped that the ordinance would legalize 
practices which are by their very nature il- 
legal and immoral. For instance, one drug- 
gist let the cat out of the bag yesterday by 
declaring that he would vote and work 
against the ordinance "because it contained 
a provision whereby he would forfeit his 
license if he violated it." In other words, 
this excellent gentleman wants ah ordi- 
nance which he can violate, not once, but 
repeatedly and continuously, without pay- 
ing the penalty!

sible chance of their ordinance being adopt- 
ed at the April election, even if the neces- 
sary signatures are obtained to their peti- 
tion. It will be opposed uol only by the 
prohibitionists (who are also fighting the 
other ordinance as a matter of principle) 
but, what is vastly more important, \i will 
be opposed by the intelligent, sober-thmk- 
ing citizenship of Colorado Springs who 
simply will not tolerate any attempt to 
make this a "wide open" town. In short, 
it will be supported only by the "wide" 
open" element, who cut a pretty small 
figure in the total vote of Colorado Springs. 


We have already pointed out that in 


case of a reversal of the local option vote 
of two years ago and the simultaneous de- 
feat of the ordinance submitted, Colorado 
Springs would remain under prohibitory 
law by reason of the continuing effective- 
ness of the local option ordinance adopted 
by the Council in October 1909. It is true 
that the Council could then revoke^that 
ordinance and. adopt another, but there is 
bmall chance of its willingness to accept the 
responsibility for a step concerning which 
there is such widespread difference of opin-. 
ion. 
Its more probable course would be to 


refer the question to the people under the 
referendum clause of the Charter, which 
would mean another heated campaign and 
another ejection with all of the uncertainty, 
delay and expense incident thereto. 


It is perfectly safe to assume that the 


final outcome of this procedure would be 
the adoption of-an ordinance which, on the 
whole, would not be as good as the one 
placed before the people last Sunday. We 
believe that this ordinance is the fairest, 
the most practical, and the most likely to 
be effective of any measure on which the 
people will have an opportunity to pass 
judgment, and therefore contend that it 
should receive the unqualified support of 
every citizen who believes in regulation of 
the liquor traffic as against attempted pro- 
hibition. 


As to the bootleggers, of whichever of 


the three clases above enumerated they may 
be, we may add that,they need expect no 
toleration from the respectable element of 
this community. The ordinance submitted 
is entirely fair and equitable to everybody 
engaged legitimately in the sale of liquor. 
Those who obey its provisions will have no 
trouble, but those who expect to violate it 
may as well get ready for the fray now, be- 
cause they will be led a merry chase from 
the start. 
This community may wink at 


infractions of a prohibitory law which it 
does not indorse, but it is in no mood to 
tolerate violations of a fair and equitable 
license law which gives every liquor seller 
a chance to be square if he want to do so.

To the Editor of The Gazette: 


Having had for nearly 37 yeara a profound inter- 


eat In the higher thought and action in Colorado 
Springs, I am aure you will not consider me an In- 
truder when I haatea to say to the gentlemen who 
drafted Jhe ordinance, \vell done. 


Have read with much care and great interest 


"the proposed liquor license ordinance" >ou have 
just framed, and I do not hesitate saying, that it 
embodies more common sense than all the prohibi- 
tion and license ordinances I have read; and I have 
read hundreds of them. It may not hnve the ap- 
proval of the crippled souls among either the faj; 
natlcal prohlbltlonlsta, or the fanatical lawbreakers, 
but the practical man, who knows that this world 
is no cuckoodorrt, 'will say that the proposed or- 
dinance is a step forward, juat and practical. 


For CO years of my active life I worked with 


grea't zeal, expending time and money, In the inter- 
est of prohibition, often Ignoring the personal rights 
of the individual, in hope, that the Improved social 
Interests might more than compensate for the loss 
to the individual. It la now more than 20 years 
since my eyes T, ere opened to thp fact, that social 
narrowness, social intolerance and social despotism 
were fast overriding the legitimate rights of the 
Individual, making lords of the few and slaves of 
the many, destroying every opportunity for a fair 
deal and fostering social and industrial unrest. 
This revelation -emphasized the lurther fact that the 
Sabbath was no more made for man than that 
organized society was made for the individual and 
not the individual for society, and th-U no legitimate 
gain can come to society aa a whole, that tramples 
on' the social, political or religious freedom of belief 
and actions, when the. same does not Interfere with 
the legitimate rights of every other Individual, in the 
social compact.
